Telegraph company has given no reply to tho 
demands made upon it by tho executive com- 
mittee oC tho Telegraphers' Brotbcr.iooo.. 
The Baltimore & Ohio and the American 
Rapid Telegraph companies reported time 
thoy had tho demands under consideration, 
and were awaiting the action of tho V cstom 
Union company. Vico-IVesident May, of the 
Rapid company, said that the 1 c.stern Union 
had ™cU a preponderance of telegraphic bus- 
iness that all the other companies wore 
obliged to follow its load. If it granted tho de- 
mands oC tho brotherhood tho other compan- 
ies would b© compelled to do likewise, bu- 
pcriiitendont Phillips, o.( tho United Press as- 
sociation, said that his operators would not 
strike beeauso ho had promised them tho ad- 
vance if tho Western Union company con- 
Vodod it. Tlio operators of tlio Associated 
Press already receive higher pay than tht 
other men aro striking for, so that no trouble 
is anticipated there. Mr. Cyrus W. Field, a 
director of tho Western Union, said that tho 
company desired to pay its employes proper 
wages. Ho thought tho demand for iuureasad 
pay should como from employes themselves 
and not -from nn association of which the com-, 
pony had no knowledge. Tho demands will 
bo considered at a meeting of tho executive 
committee oC the company. Mr. W. C. llniii- 
stono superintendent of tho company, suul 
that everything was in abeyance pending the 
niootinooC tho executive committee. This 
meotin-takes place nt noon in tho "Western 
Union build. There seems little reason to 
believe that tho demands of the operators 
will bo granted. 


Superintendent G. S. Mott, of tho Bankers 


& Merchants' Telegraph company, said that 
no demands had been mado upon that com- 
piuy by tho the Brotherhood, and that no de- 
mands woro expected. Their men got some- 
what higher pay than the Western Union 
men and profojsod to bo satisfied. Tho lines 
of tho company ran to Washington by way 
of Philadelphia aud Baltimore. 


Vice-President A. J. Baldwin, of the South- 


ern Telegraph company, said about the same 
thing concerning tho cmpl'** of his com- 
pany. Tho company's lines *run from Wash- 
ington to llk-hmoud, .Norfolk, Pittsburg and 
adjacent cities. 


Vico-l'rusildeut May, of tho Rapid lole- 


rrraTih company, said that ho had forwarded 


tlio memorial to act for the wholo bod/ of 
the brotherhood, ho says: 


With thousands of able-bodied men out of 


•mploymont all over the country, many of 
thorn applying to us for work, such a de- 
nnud is remarkable. It is known that a 
arge proportion of operators have been leu 
ii) to join the league unuor compulsion, ana 
othoi-s under the belief that the organization 
was co-operative for legitimate and benoyo- 
ent piinxjses, many of whom have stated 
that they will repudiate any arbitrary action 
of the striking element.

It 
was reported that tho Baltimore & Ohio 
would return an answer making an advance 
of 10 per cent. 


THE CHICAGO SITUATION.

Tl)0 officials claim that they will bo ablo to 
take core oC the business, while tho operators 
say it will bo impossible, since in some cities, 
as in San Francisco and Denver, all the oper- 
ators will quit work. 


Tho managers claim that much oJ tho 


trouble arises from tho fact that tho opera- 
tors do not understand the effect of tho now 
rules upon salaries. They say that the short- 
cuing of hours gives so much more time for 
overwork, and actually increases tho pay of 
the men, "Au ?SO a mouth man, by working 
four hours overtime a, day, under the new 
rules will earn $184; under tho old.rules ho 
made about S133 only. Ho now receives S3.03 
for seven hours work, while before ho only 
got 2.03 for eight hours. Tho ratio is tho 
same for men earning any salary on tho roll." 


In reply to tho charge that tho operators 


woro demanding too much ono of them said 
yesterday. 


"Wo think that a first-class man ought to 


bo worth as much as a blacksmith, a brick- 
layer, or, in fact, any mechanic. In regard 
to tho hours, tho late President Orton testi- 
fied before a congressional committee that 
telegraphers could not remain on duty moro 
than sis hours without injuring their health; 
wo are willing to add two hoiirsto his esti- 
mate in tbo daytime and ono at night. Our 
business Is different from that of almost any 
otli<nyjn~that tho work causes the highest 
possible tension of the norves, mid overwork 
rproduccs serious and often 
fatal illness, 


Compare the average mortality among tclo- 
grajjjiers with that of almost any other class 
of .workers and you will soo.a wide difference 
As regards tho linemen, thoy are running a 
risk ovory day thoy live not only from tho 
hazardous work of climbing poles, but from 
contact with tho electric light •-vires. Gooc 
Caon aro invaluable to the company and ough" 
to receive good pay."

Iho Prevision of Thuudcr Slornis. 


Considering the immense destructive- 


ness of thunder storms at this season 
a recent communication to Nature by 
Mr. Ley, of London, on the subject o 
"sheet lightning" is practical anc 
timely. 
The phenomenon of "shee 


lightning" has been long discussed by 
scientists, but its nature has only 
within a few years been determined 
and a too popular impression exists 
that it is a harmless exhibition, of <:lec 
trical forco in the clouds. It is proba- 
bly owing to this misconception that 
many lives are lost by lightning stroke 


• people 'generally not taking the noise 
'less electrical display as tho forewarnin 
of a thunder storm. 
Mr. Ley ver; 


E 


roperly rejects the notion that shee 
ghtning is merely "it distinct form o 


lightning unaccompanied by sound,' 
and shows that, on the contrary, as a 
rule, it is "the illumination produced 
by a distant thunder storm." "It i 
certain,'1 he says, "that the illumina 
tions'of an ordinary thunder storm a 
midnight, when there is no moonlight 
have an average radius of more than 
.forty miles." 


This is a moderate estimate, as other 


experienced 
observers 
give 
much 


greater distances at which lightning i. 
visible. Mr. Symons states his belie 
that it is sometimes visible "as far a 
.one hundred and fifty miles," which 
may possibly be the case in tho tropics 
where electrical storms in which th< 
lightning flashes extend over severa 
miles are' formed at great altitudes 
^he distance at which thunder i. 
audible, however, does 
not 
often 


reach fifteen miles, though an ex 
trerne case has been reliably reported in 
'which over two minutes elapsed be 
twcen the flash and the thunder, indi 
eating that the former took place abou 
twenty-live miles from tho observer. I 
is obvious that during tho raging of an 
electrical storm its vivid flashes, espec 
ially at night in tho absence of moon 
.light, may be seen at; many points where 
the thunder is inaudible, and also a 
many points over which the storm itsel 
will not sweep. But to all points lyin 
in the storm's path and at which th< 
silent lightning is visible tho flashes 
will serve as warning signals of tho tern 
pest's approach. With a little reflection 
when such signals are displayed to an 
observer it is easy to foresee whether 
the distant storm will pass dangerously 
near him. 
While our summer thunder 


storms may not be translated from 
point to point in. tho same way a regula; 
cyclono is, they progress so slowly that 
there is usually time enough between 
their first seen flashes and their near 
apprjach to discover their line of ad- 
vance and to guard against tho danger. 
Of course this interval is greater if the 
storm comes up at night, when its light- 
ning can be seen at greater distances—• 
probably'in most cases one or two hours 
before it arrives. As all greal, thunder 
storms occur only where sudden s.nc 
sharp alterations of temperature are 
impending, and the daily weather re- 
ports show generally over what sections 
such thermal changes will take place, 
every man may bo weather prophet 
enough to put the above principles to 
good use in protecting his family anc 
his property against tho disastrous 
effects of these storms.—N. Y. Herald.
